The Canadian Western Natural Gas, Light, Heat & Power Company, Limited, produces and 
distributes natural gas for heating and industrial purposes to the cities of Calgary and Lethbridge 
and the towns of Granum, Claresholm, MacLeod, Nanton, Okotoks and Brooks.

The new Welland 
jCanal will be completed about 
,1930 at a cost of 110 million dol. 

Excavated to a depth of 25 
it., with provision for 30 ft. when 
needed; will have 7 locks, each

provide for vessels drawing 30 ft. 
of water; each lock will have a 
rise of 46% ft.

Nurse Crops for Alfalfa 


Many Advantages Are Shown 
Using Nurse Creps When 
Seeding Alfalfa 


There is considerable 


For 


advantage 


in using a nurse-crop when seeding 
down alfalfa. It greatly the 
initial cost ef production, and, ex 
cept where the land ig comparatively 
clean, helps to prevent the weeds 
from retarding the velopment of 
the young alfalfa plants. The stub 
ble of the nurse-crop tends to hold 
the snow and thus reduce the possi 
bility of winter killing 

Tt were made, during the last 
three years with wheat, oats, barley 
and flax as nurse crops, at the Bran 
don, Manitoba, Experimental Farm 
in all three years, flax, on account 
of its shallow root-system and the 
small amount of shade it caused 
proved the least detrimental to the 
young alfalfa plants. Wheat, on the 
average, was better than oats or 
barley as it stands up oetter and its 
smaller leaf development allows 
more sunlight to reach the alfalfa.

For Sterilizing 
A plentiful supply of boiling water 


or st is a necessity for the clean 
amd sterilizing of pails and other 
utensils if a bacteriologically clean 
milk ts to be obtained. Detatled in 
struciious for cleaning dairy uter 
sils is contained in @ new pamphlet 
on “Producing Clean Mill ed by 
the Dowinion Department of Agri 
eullure The utensils hould be 
rinsed In cold or luke-warm wate 
immediately after using, and then 
they should be shed well in warin 
water to which oda or ae dairy 
Cleansing powder has been 
After washing, the utensil should 
be rinsed in clean hot Water to r 
move traces of the cleaning solution 
But even this is not altogether 
sufficient.
